But after the renewing 
thereof, it was Unfitted with in the fmall bounds of France Jtalye.and 
fomepartof Gcrmanycandihortly after of Germany alone, hailing 
no Iurirdidion ouer Spaine, Britany , Hungary, the cuntry of Slauony . 
and the reft of the cuntrycs,the which though belonged to the domi- 
nionofRomcvnder another name. • v. 

Neither is it an argument of one thatis ordained todeftruiftion for 
euer, to acknowledge that the Chriftian Emperour is fu«h*s he chal- 
length him felfe to'bc , namely thehigheft Magilbate lo^llthe Cun^ 
tri« that are fubiecr vnto him ; as it is faid of the Beaft,verf.8. For 
Paul profeffed himfelfe to be a Romane , and appealed vnto CadaBf 
Ad 16 and z$. Tea Chrijt acknowledged the Heathen Emperour,& com^ 
tended vs to obey Aim, by gating Cefir tbofe things vvhich behnx to Cefar > 
Matth.zz. zi . Scing then the Defcription of the Beaft in this Chap- 
ter can not at all agree to the Emperour it muft needs be that Anti- 
chrift is ficnifted thereby ; wh ofe one and the fame perfon is defenbed 
vndcr a double refemblance of two Beafts , as it maybe mamfeft out

Why fo I pray ye? was it not neceffaryforvstt 
be thoroughly enformed touching the fecond Beaft,as tyhich all mcfc 
thinke to be cither Antichrift , or at lealt the yeoman of his gardjfck 
better then he .' No foch matter ,• but onely becaufe he that knowetfc 
one of them can not but knowe both,and the fecond doth not make 
a ne we perfon , but expreifeth the fame Portraiturc,that fcts the co* 
lours a firle more liuely vpon the rude draught and feature of one dx& 
the fame thing. 

But why fhould there not bee a double Beaft , feeing one 
Antichrift alone is a double heade , the feiignth and eigth the for* 
mer whereof anfwereth to this lirft B^f ^ ' 
The reafon why a double Type is fra 
varietye of condition inAntichrift,w 

ucniently enough in one Type. This 1 w ~^ ^.^ wucu, 

he arifcth , one out of the Sea, and another out <$Fthe Earthjiehai a 
double power alfo,Ciuill and Spirituall. 

In refpecft of that hec is the firft Beaft f in regard of this t 
he« is the fecond. Which double Tiranny is mod clearcjy to be 
feene in the Pope of Rome alone , fothat we can not doubt but 
that he is both the Bcafts. It is well knowne howe Boniface 
the 8. did make an open bragging fheweof himfclfc in the Temple 
of Peter and Paul at the time of his firft Iubilee,when he camefotth 
one daye hauing a fword girt to him , and the Emperours Coatc ar- 
mour putt vppon him ; on the next day he came out in his Pontifical!* 
and with his Keye , crying with a great voice , Behold here are tn§ 
Swordsjhzt is, behold here is that twofold Beaft Spoken of in theReue* 
lation ; which double power of his , Mantuan exprefll d elegantly in 
verfe ; He that is made mighty with his double fword wbofc fate the Em* 

Jerour* and the Kings doe k ijfe & adore, vfhicb are clothed with pur vie Rh 
es at befett with gold. 

Let this then be the conclufion of this firft point, that the Pope 
of Rome is this double Beaft, becaufe of his double beginning , and 
power ,and that not fo much fett out withour mens words,as with the 
words and deed* of the Popes themfelues ; as it fhalbe made »oi* 
clcare out of the expofition that followeth. 
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The fecond thing about which queftioh is made , Is touching the 
Unt of bis beginning ; the which we rhinke muft be defined to be at 
Retime , when Dioclefian and Maximinus Herculius bctooke tl

Sues to a folitary life , at which time both of them fcemed to giue 
ouer their Empire of their owne accord, about the ycare $06. as hath 
bene declared before. ../it 

But becaufe there is no man perhaps that doth fetch Antichrifts be* 
rinniog from this heade, & becaufe Bellarmine affirmeth that al our 
jtfndoe place the comming in of Antichrift after the fixe hundrcth 
■earc and the death of Gregory the; firft ; (and yet thU i$ to be rnder- 
flpod of his Birth,' for our writers doe hold his conception to be 
more auncient ) lead I alone fhould feeme to be the man that durft 
hold an opinion thatwas neuer heard of before,I will fctt downe rea- - 
fons for this my dfPion, which feeme to me to be moft ftrongc* 
Firft of all this Bealt dprtiineres during all tfcat time , that the woman 
lietbbidd in the wildtrnts, and the two witneffes prophecy clothed in fackr 
d*th> of which wahauc heard , as it is manifeft after out of the fifth 

vcrfe. 

Where power is geuen to worke two andfourty monetbs ; Which IS 
the fame fpace with that of the Prophets, and of the woman. Nowc 
wc haue euinced by neceffary arguments , that the woman gott her 
away into the wildernes , and that the witneflcs put on their mour* 
ning weede, at that time which we haue Ipoken of, namely, when 
Conftahtinc cntrcd vppon his Kingdome j 

And therfore the Beaft alfo began to arife out of the Sea at the fame 
time. Befides ,what other thing doth that fpeach of Socrates meanc, 
who liued when Theodofius the yongcr was Emperour,in the times 
of Celeftine the Pope of Rome,about thoyeare 424- fourefcore yea- 
res fromConftantincs raigne,faying in thefe words . TbcBifboprick of, 
Rome in like manner as that of Atxandria , had nowe long fmcegrownc tin 
from a Preiftbood,to a Prwcehood^BoQ^^ .Chapt . 1 1 • What did it ad- 
uance it felfe beyond the bounds of thePrcifthood / Whether els I 
pray ye,but vnto Anti-Chriftian Tyranny f 

And did it thi» aduance it felfe nowe of old and a long time fince f 
Certainly Socrates commethneare to my calculation, or I rather to 
his or as it is more agreeable to the truth , both of vs come to the ac- 
comptofthe Holy Ghoft himfclfe. 
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I but will fome fay , be fpeakes no more of chcBtfhop of Rn^| ^ 
cither here or abouc, Booke 7 .7. Then of the Bifhop of Alexandria 
I anfwere that it is true indeed that he doth taxe the ambition of both 
of them in common, but there were many properties befides , that 
were peculiar to the true Antichrilt the Pope of Rome , which did!* 
no mcancs agree to the Bifhop of Alexandria , .and tfaerfure thouM 
tlvy ran together perhaps at fir(t with eauall paces , yet the RomiQi 
Bit hop out ltript the Biihop of Alexandria & left him behinderaanp 
a poles length fhortly after. ■ \ 

To this may be added the third councell of Carthage which wat 
held about the time of Siricius the Pope,namely about the yeare $9<ij 
Which decreed, thtt the Bifhop of the firjl Sea ^fbouldnat be cuBcdtbe 
Prince of PrciJis>or the Cheife Preift ,or any fuch tbuwas this ybnt ondy the 
Bifhop of the prfi Sea y and that the Pope of Rome B§h felfe fhotdd not be 
called wiuerfall Bifhop , as it i< cited Diftind* 90. We learneoutof 
this decrec,what thofe times were trauniling with , other wife it hai 
bene fooliih and necdleffe for a councell to make a Canon againft it* 
Yea & the Con&fsion of the Papilts them felucs touching this matter 
is not to be pair. ouer. Doe ye then enquire what was the Reafon why 
the Popes of Rome were nsuer prefent at theEafterne Councells, nd* 
not at the firlt Councell of Nice? Beilarmine telleth vs , inhisfoft* 
Booke of Councells ,Chapt . 1 9. That it fell not out by Chance but tppom 
fteciaUreafon. Which ho wfoeuer the moft perhaps of other people 
were ignorant of, yet it muft needs be throughly knowc to him that is' 
one of th* Popes Secretaries. He giueth two reafons therfore of this 
abfence of the Pope frorr^the Eaiterne Councells . The rirft , t bjt it 
fcemed not to be conuenientjhat the beadfbould follovre the members, 8cc. 
The fecond , becaufe the Emperour vv*ts dvvayes prefent at the Eajlerne 
Councells ,or fome of bis Legats.vvho did challenge thefirji materiall place to 
himfdfcyifbe did no more,otbcrvrife tfjen he ought to'baue done. Therfore 
leaft this indignity Jbould be endured, or elsfome tumult -fbould be ma Ac, he 
went not to thofe Councells >bv font his Legan onely. Thefe things faith 
he.and he hath hit the naile on the heade: Forfooth the Pope thinkes w 
foule fcorne to be prefent at thofe Councels , wherein the Emperour 
fhouldfir before him. Howe egregiouily was both Conftantine ? and 
all the reft of the Nicene Fathers deluded ! Thev good men as they 
were bclccued that the Biihop of the Cittye of Rome (that had bene-' 

the 
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AeEmpcrours fcatey failed from being at the Councell y becaufe of 
IhkoidAge , as Eufebius faith, $ndt&?rfore they wefe content witk 
Arbiters that were fent to fupply his place. But the true caufe was, 
that he couldnot fwalloWe this Pill , * that he (hould giue place to the 

Emperour. . 

fori haue reafon to belceue Bdlarmine rather then Eulebms about 

Ac Popes will anApleafui e. Wherefore the man of finfie that lofty 

fcllowc was to be fecne-at Rome in the time of the firft NiccneCoun- 

cell , who though he did not fi> openly as yet exalt himfelfe as after- 

-^jyethc fwelled inwardly and clofely with in himfelfe ahoue all 

fat is called God y z. TheiTal. 2.4. Not that he boaltedof him felfe 

is if he were fuperiour to God in Heauen,( for that is not the meaning 

of the Apoltle) but that he lifted vp himfelfe as if he had more power 

then all the Gods vppon earth, namely then the highelt Magiltrate> 

who is called Auguthis , or one that is to be reuerenccd or adored, 

whence it feemeth that there is added by way of interpret atio, or tliat 

is worihipped. 

But why doe I (lay longe in laying forth thefe thinges ? The matter 
is put out of Controucrfv afterwards in the 1 7.Chapter.The feauenth 
heade of the Bealt fucceedeth next vnto the Heathen Empcrours j for 
thefe make the fixth^sihalbe (hewed in the proper place. ButAnti- 
drift is that feauenth Heade,and therefore takes his original ftraight. 
wayes from the time of the heathen Emperours ; But what doc I hold 
that all the Popes that followed Miltiades were damned , as which 
doc hclpe to make vp this Bead, that is, Antichrilt i God forbid that 
Nhould iudge fo rafhly . This Beatt is the State of a Kingdtfmc, as I 
hope it fhalbe made moil cleare afterwards. And therfore God could 
deliuer certain? particular men, out of the common deitru&ion,euen 
as many as it pleafed him , though they were inftruments and helping 
caufes of this Kmgdome.The impiety of Antichrilt was not fo defpe- 
rately wicked in the beginning , and the Childifh Antichriih knewe 
notinthedayes of their infancy, for what apeitilent Kingdomethey 
were making the way. We leauc this therefore to the infinite Jirtd 
vnfearchable mercy of God , and yet we doubt not ,but that We haue 
found out the Originall of the Bealt at his firlt riling vp, which we fee 
nowe to haue fallen into the fame time, that the Dragon was caft out 
vpon the earth,Chap& 12.9. For being to kaue his. Throne in heauen, 

be 
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be tooke order to gee himfelfe a Vicar , that might ft&our for ^ 
his abfence,and we (hall finde afterwards that he did not looker 
bufines negligently* 

Thefe things being thus laid do wne we fcrhowe euery thing will 
flbwe molt eaiily from this beginning, all theparts of this Prophecy 
agreeing moft fittly among them (Sues. Ira true Original! of £ 
Bead not being confidered by the Interpreters, hath in troubled ths 
whole connexion of the times , made the expofition of this Chapter 
weuen^trained,* difagreeing with it felfc and the reft of the booke* 
and hath quite taken awaye the right meanes to (earch out the euent, 

Koppc for the words. TheSauagenes of Antichrift is moft cot*, 
modioufly fignified by a wild Beaft,as Tyrants are often compared^ 
Scriptures to Wolues , and Lyons , as being matchable with themh 
ttrriblcnes and bloody cruelty, but farre worfc for the mifcheife they 
doc,the more that iniquity is more armed in men , then in Bcafti, be* 
caufc of the vfc of Reafon ; 

He arifeth out of the Sea. Becaufc he hath his Originall out of cor* 
rupt do&rinc, namely the authority of Peters Chaire that isfofilfely 
maintained by thePapifh teachers , which the Pope of Rome taunfc 
of in euery word almoft that he fpeakes, and which the auncient Holy 
men Tcrtullian, Cyprian, and the reft extolled vp to heauen with €*• 
cefsiuc prayfes , not knowing to what monftrous impiety they plak^ 
the Herbingers. But then efpecially was this fea vifible,& then might 
this his plunging forth out of it lye open to the eyes of mcn,whcn the 
Niccne Fathers caft the burning Mountainc into the Sea, as hathbcifc 
faid, Chapter 8. 8. That is, wncn they confirmed with their decree 
that eminency of the Bifhop of Rome whatfbeuer it was, aboue fail 
fcllowc Bifhops. 

For the Sea noteth out the Cleargy together with the Do&rine ,as 
whole office it is togeue them felues to dcliucr & defend the doftrine. 
Thole h^Iy men were farre from entending to bring in that Tyranny, 
which preuailed after wards,yet did they at vnawares geue it a mighty 
incrcafc by that conftitution of theirs ;Euery one lined to himfelfe befm 
the Kicene Cowtcel^and there vvasfmaU rejpeft had of the Church of Rome* 
as Aeneas Syluius confcflcth,Epift.288.This was principally therfore 
the arifing of the Bcaft,not that he had not begu to put forth his head 
before,but becaufc he began nowe firft of al to be beheld and marked 
by men.

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Which badfeauen heads. Such was his Arifing. His integral parts 
ut firft his heads , which are as many as thofc of the Dragons , and thd 
!tfV fame with them. For the feate and dignity of both is the fame. 
vjtbcfe heads are the hiBes , and the Kuigs, Chapt. 17.9* H* hathalfo 
Homes , as the Dragon hath , and ten crownes >fett vppon his horms % 
which Homes, are ten Kiw£s,Chapt.i7.i*. Yet with a twofold diffe- 
rence from the Dragons Homes. Firft in the Crownes , wherewith 
^efe are adorned , as which doe note out fuch Kings as haue all tho 
nilem them felues and are not fubied to any other mans commande* 
(beh likewife as are not bound to yeeld account of their doings to any 
others, but haue luch a gouernment , as is abfolute , free, and Soue- 

The Homes of the Dragon had no fuch ornament ,but this belca- 
gcd onely to the hcads,as it is Chapt. 1 1 . $ . Wherein com meth thir 
difference ? Namely from hence,in that the Heathen Emperours pla- 
ced the fixed Seate of their Empire at Rome* which hath leauc heads* 
thereby making her to be the ladye and Emprefle of all other places* 
and therfore they tooke away the Crownes from all other Kings, and 
Prouinces, and put them vppon the feauen heads or Wiles of Rome. But 
nowe matters mould be carried with another manner of Port and 
p'ompe, after that Antichrift began once to (hew himfelfe. For the 
Majclty of the Empire, ftiould not refide at Rome,but fhould be fea- 
tcd in other Nations alfo , in refpe<£ whereof , the Diademes,which 
belonged to the Heads before , were nowe tranflated to the Homes 
after an vnwonted manner. 

Secondly they differ in time. For the Hornet of the Bej/i were not 
ftrwig out <ts yet> when John wrote> Chapt. 1 7. i *. The Homes of the 
Dragon were lift vp on high euen before Iohn was borne , and thole 
fpread abroad, with many bougies as we haue feenc , Chapt. 1 2 . 3 » 
Therefore though they agree in nomber , yet they are not the feme in 
all things alike; neither (hould a man doe well if he fhould goe about 
to apply thofc homes to the Beaftheads, which belong to the Dragos. 
But which then are thefe Homes of the Beaft ? All things being dili- 
gently confidered I thinke they are the ten firft Chriftian Emperours ; 
forthenombring of whome there may be a double waye ; one of 
each of them one by one,& of thofe one!y,who had either the whole t 
or the weftcrne Empire in their power, into which accompt come*

And fo there is a meruailous confent of the Hiftory,with the Proph^ 
eye. For while thefc ten raigncd , the Beaft was notably defended, 
and his dignity w^5 much amplified j And when thefc were onS 
taken awa> e , his homes were broken as it were for a time ,• for tht 
Empcrour i who fuccecded them were not able to mainteine the fame 
authority of the Rqmifh Beaft,whicb their aunceftours had purchafcd 
for him. 

For Honorius the fonne sf Theodofius the elder fuffered Rome to 
be taken and fpoiled by the Gothes , and though it was two yeares to* 
gethcr befeiged by Alaricus , yet he liued idley at Rauenna,and either 
could nqt,or durft not fcnde Rome any aide,fo much was the ftrength 
of the Homes decayed. Where was nowe that prowefle of his Father 
which did fo often kill and put to flight fo many enemies euen in tho 
furdeft Borders belonging to Rome .' But neither had Rome any help* 
nowe from the Ea(t,but the Beait together with his Rome was made 
a praye to the moft contemptible of all the Nations , after thait thoft 
homes wcr« as it were bruifed,wherewith the former Emperour did 
driue away the Barbarous people fo farre of .But there feemeth to be a 
more full and agreeable conueniency oncueryfide ,thatcomethby 
reckoning vp theEmperoqrs of theEaft and Welt iointly together' 
according to the manner that is vfed in all Chronicles, i .Conftantine 
the great 3 *.Caftantine,Conftans,Cor^antius the Sonnes,$.Iulian.4 # 
Iouinian,$.Valentinian and Valens.6.Gratian,VaIentinian the fecond, 
and Theodofius the firft* 7. Theodofius the firft with Arcadius and 
Honorius his fonnes^.Arcaditis and Honorius alone. 9.Honori\js$ 
Theodofius the fecond, lo.Theodofius the fecond and Valentinian the 
third. Of whpme we (hall entreat more largely ,Chapt. 17. 1 2. In the 
meanc while Ut net any ma make a ftirre with importunate out cryes 
and fay it i* a matter vnworthY vngodly , and the like to which was 
ncuer any heard , that I (hp«ld make thofe firft Chriftian worthies to 
be the Homes of Antichi ift. What fhall he v*bo came forth right mm 
with the Seale of the liuing God that flood* at the Atat vritb a gddxn Cen* 
fir , that vp* the mile-child of the Church, and Michael bimfelfe 9 thatcaft 
the DrfponoutofheaucniQiallhenowz (I faye) become a member of 
Antkhrift and a Champion to fight in his guarrell'But thateucry fuch 
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cioiller may hauehis mouth ftoppedjethim knowe once againe,thac 
itis one thinge to doe a matter with aduifc and of fct purpoie,another 
thing to doe it at vnawares , and through an erroneous conceite of 
imnde. Conftantine augmented the eltate of Chriftian Religion to 
bis po wer,and had not the lcaft thought to helpc Antichriit but endc- 
uoured rather to cut of al the wayes whereby he might enter in , and 
vet he made the way befides his knowledge andpurpofc more ready 
fbrhim by adorning , amplifying and defending the Popd of Rome* 
\fi$ there any great meruaiie in this to fee him lending Antichriit hit 
jetoing hand , when as he knewe not what monftcr he nourifh in his 
bofome? .Was not his firft beginning <rnkn6wne euen to thofe that 
were moft fharpe fighted ? Certainly I tro wc k will not be counted 
ftrange that he and the reft did at vnawares beftowd their paines to 
bad purpofe , when as we knowe that the moft Holy m6n that haue 
bene^auefintted moftgreiuoufly fometimcs,and that aduifcW.Ihaud 
no defire to detra&in thejeaft manner fr6 thefc men forae orwhocno 
were moft worthy ones, and that haue deferued exceeding well 6f 
Gods Church ; But I am not to bring my oWne conceits, but to inter- 
preted^ words of the holy Ghoft,who aimtth at this which I fpeake 
ofin the whole (kfcriptio of thqJHorncs as itfhalappearemtheirdue 
place ; he that can finde any other to whomc they may agree better* 
I will followe him willingly. It is the truth I feeke after >not to dctrad: 
from the good eftimation of any ; And yet I doubt not^mt that who- 
foeuer fhal fearch into euery thing with fingle eyes , and With an equal 
minde, Will confeffe that the Holy Ghoft hath fetvpthefe ten firft 
Emperours for land-marks in the waye , whereby both the entrance 
and proceeding of Antdchrift might be made more manifeft. 

And rppon hit heads the name of Uajphemy was fete. Thte is addfcd 
lcaft the heads fhould want their ornament. For the diademes belonged 
to the Horncsjhzt is to the Emperours nowe the name of blafphemy is 
fctt in their Roome. This name is that arrogant bragge touching the 
particular Chprch of Romero wit that Peters Chaire can not befepara* 
ted from Rome, that the Church of Rome is the fomdatitm and forme #/ at 
other Churches y ts from which they all totke their beginning, or there is none 
of thofe that beleeueth aright that is ignorant , for fo doth VJgilius the 
Pope fpeake in his Epiftle to Entherus; as alfo : That it cannot errt,and 
that they are to he counted heret'tch^ *vho doe thinks otbemife of the Sa~ 
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traments or the articles of faith , then the Church of Rome tbinkttb *3 
Martinus the fitt fpeakes in a Bull fett forth atConftantia and a* 
Sixtus the 4.fpeakes writing againft the articles of Peter of Oxford 
Rome carrieth many fuch names as this vppon her heads,which were 
to long to fett downe, and thefe (he keepeth as her owne proper pre 
rogatiues making her boaft of them as if they were the chcifc tirin« 
Ihe hath to deck her heads withall. See for this in the Boake of Ife 
crees, Cauf. 14. 9. 1. and Bellarm. Booke 4. of the Pope of Rome 
Chapt.4. .' 

.2. And this Beaft which Ifawe was like a leopard. This Beaft fe 
his full proportion is a Leopard, which is the female among the Pan* 
theres ; It is an vntameable wild Beaft , molt hatefull againft man* 
kinde,that wil flye vppon a mans eyes,& will tearc a Picture of a man 
out of the Paper in which it is made in a furious manner. Baffin his 
Serm.of the accepting of perfons. Like vnto thediuel.that carrieth 
the greateft hatredagainlt the image of God in araan,as Bafil faith in 
the fame place. 

This beaft together with the Tyger are the onely beafts almoft tfeaf 
are feene to be (potted with variety of fpottes.rhe reft haue one'eotoat 
onely andfuch as is proper to eucry ones kinde. This property is fro- 
ken of in the Prophet, can the btackamorc change hufXin^r the Leopati 
bisJpotttnerem.t}.Xi. Arenotthe Popes of Rome the moft creel 
enemies, againft all true Chriftians that liue throughout the world* 
Whofb very Image they can not endurc,though they be the moft fiH» 
worihippers of other moft foulc and deteftable Images I And doe 
not thefpotts of the Leopard note out thofc foulc and beaftly abho- 
tniaations of all forts which fticke in, and come from thefe Popes of 
Rome r Haue they not made themfelucs vgly and loathfome to fee to 
aboueall other men by liuing in all kinde of horrible vicesrWho were 
found^outprefently after their firft Birth daye, tohefoigers.uhai 
they belyed the Councell of Nice to eftabltfb, their Tyranny. Then 
after that they became SimoniacaU,Mannayers,Atheifts,moft wicked 
Magicians , moft filthy whore-mafters , yea and Doftors that taught 
men howc to fullfill euery abhominable luft , to conclude they were 
•uer whelmed with al kinde of wicked praAifes.which a chaftminde 
would be more afhamed to relate^hen they are to commit. And thefe 
*renotthereproche$ which their aduer^ies caft vppon them, but 
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Anft true crimes of euety one whereof and ferremore there afe moft 
SSretSimonies giuen by their owne writers and admirers. This 
Sthcn is full of (pots that giueth vs no more hope that he wil Ifor- 
Akfhis filrhincs.thcn the fhe Leopard doth of changing her SpottS. 
Sides her fundry forts of Spotts , this Leopard is very cunning in 
Sne her praye.For as Pliny m\Kxh y tbcy haueficb a ktnde offmcB, 
Zu&lurc- footed Bea/is are defirom to goe after them being allured with 
Z*u(W«ti thereof ', but yet they art terrified with thegrtmnes of their 
iL Wbcrcvppon it is that when tbiy haue entifed the Beafts to come 
„im frith the fvveetnes of their fmeB t they hide their heads, andfi 
5 them and put them in peeces. Doth not Rome likewife allure men 
riwt behold her afarre of,with.acertaine reuerend Majefty, hiding jh« 
*rribknes of herIookes,thatis,thofe moftrbus abhominacios which 
{he nouriftieth with inher,til flic haue gotte profelytes into her fnares? 
The feete of Bcares that followe here , are flatt , and longe and the 
broadnailes thereof, that tearevp the earth euen as they goe , and 
thefe doe difcribe vnto vs the liability of this Beaft of Rome , in hi* 
Kingdomeioined withcrueltye. And indeed there was neuer any Mo> 
narcVno not that ofthe Aflyrians,which was ofa moft longe conti- 
nuance that hath equalled the yeares of this Beaft. And yet it is by 
meanes of his Beares feete that he thus continucth, as prolonging his 
Ace fo long by bearelike cruelty. His Lyonlike mouth thatis here 
cewn him,Soteth outhis bloudye fauagenes,that deuoureth al things, 
which the mourning and fighing of all the wor dis able to exprefle 
more plainly , then I can by any words of mine. The cruelty therefore 
that is in many wild beafts is found compaded together in this Bealt 
of Rome, neither was the Panthere enough to laye forth his inhuma- 
nity ; but he is made of all thofe beafts ioined in one.which agreed to 
each of the Monarchies feuerally that were of olddefenbed by the(e 

And the drawn X aue him his power. Heiherto ofthe natural portraitu- 
r ofthe beaftihis power followeth , & that in the firft place which he 
receaued at firft.

Court there of old, and that therfore he climed eafily vp to all the ho- 
nour that the Empire had,but of this we ftiall fpeake more at large in 
theclcuenthverfe, 

I . And Ifawe one of his heads as it were wounded. Montanus and 
Plantines Edition otnitt the verbcj Ifawe: as if the Dragon had geuen 
him one of his wounded heads together with his Throne and power ; 
feut that is repugnant both to the authority of the reit of the cojJpies, 
For Aretas and the vulgar >yea all the reft read ,- I fawe^ as alfo to the 
truth of the Hiftorye. For the Beali had not his heads wounded from 
his firft beginning. 

For firft he was,then he is not as it is after ,Chapt. 17.8. And as we 
(hall fhewe more fully vpon that place .In theft words the Holy Ghoft 
commeth to fpeake of the fecond condition of the Beaft; whereby his 
firft dignity fhouldbe fomewhat diminiftied. The dammage confifts 
in hauing one of his heads wounded, which heads we haue more then 
once taught to be the feauen hilles and Kings out of the i7.Chapter 
9.10. Which of thefe two then is that that ftiould carry away this 
deadly blowe ? Certainly if this wound was geucn him, by fubduing 
him vnderthe power of his enemies, one of the hilles could hardly re- 
ceaue a wound,but they muft be all wounded together. Wherefore it 
doth belong more properly to the Kiogs , of whom there was one 
onely that was hurt by this wound, the reft abode fafe and vntouched 
thcrcby.And yet this calamity can not befall to the King in fuch man- 
ner ,that it ftiould not be common to the hills alfo; Nowe thefe Kings

rein the Pope of Romes name was neuer fo much zs heard; I doe not 
take the whole earth & all reprobates othcrwife then the Holy Ghoft 
dothjif thePapifts haue any thing wherewith they may cut the throatt 
of this vniuerfality ,let them drawe their Weapons, & doc their worft 
to it. NTowe feing thefe things be fo, let the Pope creake out and fay, 
that it is altogether ncceffary tofaluation to befubictt to the Pope of Rome; 
The Holy Ghoft doth crye openly to the countrary , that all they doc 
wholy ieopard and caft: away their falaation , thatarefubie&tothe 
Pope of Rome ,• if fo be that they depart out of this life with out r^ 
pentance.

Here is the Patience of Saints. This is another argument of confo 
lation. All thefc troubles feme to excrcife the faith and conftancy rf 
Saints. And indeed there is required great valour in fo great dangcrst 
but the greater the dangers (hall be , let the praife of the Godly ftine 
forth fo much the more,- therefore let no man tremble for fearcof 
danger,but let him confider,diat this Beaft is railed vp to be the fewet 
of his glory. 

ii. After that I beheld Another Beajt. Thus much ofthefirftBfcaft; 
the fecond folio weth, which is another indeed in his birth and begin. 
ning,but the very fame altogether in nature and difpofition. Whew, 
vppon it is that the feauententh Chapter maketh mention but of one 
of them onely , comprehending both vnder one, as we haue obferucd 
vppon the firft verfe of this Chapter. For which caufe alfo theHofc 
Ghoft doth not fctt vpon a particular defcription of each of his mem* 
bers,but onely fpcakes of thofe things, which belong to this newevp- 
rifing, the reft of the things being common as it fecmcth to this with 
the former .Firft he afceds out of the earth,as being both made mote 
ample and great by the authority of earthly men, & thofe of the Laity 
as they call them , whome the Earth doth chcifcly fignifie,and as one 
that exceedeth in honours ,thofe very fame men, by whome he grewc 
tothisgrcatnes. 

For that which afcendeth out of the earth is lift vp abouc the earth, 
hauing itfubducd vnder his fcetc, with the waight whereof it had his 
head ouerwhelmcd before. So the former Bcait arofe vp out of the 
Sea ? as hauing the men of the Sea fet vnder him,out of whofe cruehe 
did by degrees breake forth and gett aloft .This afcending fel out in to 
the times of Gregory the 2. about the yeare 726. when as the Pope 
relying vpon the aide of the Lombards ftroke do wne Leo Ifaurus tne 
Emperour with the Thunderbolt of his curfej and drewe away Rome 
it fclfe,and Italy , and all Spaine from his obedience. For nowe began 
the Bead truly , to arife out of and abouc the earth, a? which did not 
onely exercife power ouer the Ecclefiafticall rout, but he bridled the 
Laity alfo with his autority; yea and theEmperour that was the cheife 
of thern ,• who al though he had formerly granted to the Pope great 
iurifdi*ion ouer the Clergy ; yet did he put'bim and kcepc him downe

For be tooke away from Lukprandus by way of a gift vnto Mejfcd Peter 
anA the Pope, beftdes fome ckties that had bene gotten from him by force* 
tfu Patrimony of Sabinewn y and Namia, and Ancona, and Humana, and 4 
great paBv of thefeild of Sutrinum , and morcouer all things, which Itn>* 
pranAus had encroched vpponfrom Aemilia , and thofe of Rauenna with n 
wo)*<ir*i,BIond.Decad.i.Book.io. But outot controuerfy,thcmo. 
nificence of Pipinus, Charles the great ,Ludouick,did farre exceed all 
this .Nowc was it that the Exarcby was called Romania ,that it might 
acknowledge the Lord thereof by the very name that was geoenW 
Nowe therfore did the Beaft begin to waxe proud with theKingl 
domes of this world, who before did rather boaft of a title of dignfty 
and honour ,then (he could be bragge of any poflefsions of Cittics & 
Lands * 

Hauhig tvfo homes tike to the Lambe. Thefe two homes are Pipinus, 
and Charles the Great his Sonne, the Kings of France ; with whofc 
force of armes as it were with homes, this ncwe Beaft did driue alhis 
enemies farre awaye. Pipinus fuccoured Pope Stephanus the z. when 
he fled into France, againft Aiftulphus the King of the Lombards* 
Whome he compelled by pafsing twice ouerthe Alpes with his hoft 
againft him ,firft to y ecld all the things to the Pope againe , which hi 
had taken from him , and after that to geue ouer the Exarchy of Ra* 
uenna & whatfoeuer almoft he had furprifed in Italy >to Peters Chaire* 
Volatcr. Book, 3. Charles the great curbed Defiderius the King of the 
Lombards for Adrians fake , yea he quite tooke away the Kingdomt 
from that Nation, that it might neuer be able to trouble Rome after* 
wards. 

After that againe,when Aragifus thcDuke of Bcneuentum,had put 
Adrian into fome feai e , he came flying as it were into Italy brought 
him into order againft his will , and fett Adrian free from all manner 
of fcare. And when Leo the thii d,was the third time caft out by the 

Romanes,
